The FBI compiled reports from 16,000 law 
enforcement agencies and admitted a reported and 
confirmed rape occurs on the average every five 
minutes in Amerikkka. The National Crime 
Victimization Survey conducted by the United 
States Bureau of the Census said it was more like 
one rape every three and a half minutes. Enter the 
Crime Victims Research and Treatment Center with 
their National Women's Study and an estimate 
that only one out of six rapes is even reported.

The Alliance Working for Asian Rights and Empowerment was formed in September, 1993 as a 
grassroots, community support and advocacy group for Asians and Pacific Islanders in Orange 
County. It is the successor group to the Fountain Valley Youth AH iance, which fought against 
Asian mug files in Fountain Valley. 

Fueled by anti-immigrant sentiment and gang hysteria, in cities all over California, including 
Garden Grove, Fountain Valley, Westminster, Huntington Beach, Irvine, Santa Ana, Laguna 
Beach, Newport Beach, Orange, Fullerton, Anaheim, Costa Mesa, and Los Alamitos, and across 
the U.S., police are believed to be stopping young Asians and other people of color and/or taking 
their photos, just because of their age, color, and hip-hop clothing.

San Jose: Ted Nguyen spends three months in jail for a crime he did not commit after being 
misidentified from a Asian mug book. Vietnamese American community mobilizes and forces the 
police to abolish the mug book. 

Philadelphia: Photo sweeps targetting Asian Americans, especially Southeast Asians, outrages the 
Asian American and civil liberties communities. After pressure from Asian Americans United and 
other community groups, the police agree to stop any photogra phing or detaining of people unless 
it is in connection with a specific criminal investigation. Pennsylvania has a state law barring 
retention of non-arrest photos of minors.

San Jose: Ted Nguyen spends three months in jail for a crime he did not commit after being 
misidentified from a Asian mug book. Vietnamese American community mobilizes and forces the 
police to abolish the mug book. 

Philadelphia: Photo sweeps targetting Asian Americans, especially Southeast Asians, outrages the 
Asian American and civil liberties communities. After pressure from Asian Americans United and 
other community groups, the police agree to stop any photogra phing or detaining of people unless 
it is in connection with a specific criminal investigation. Pennsylvania has a state law barring 
retention of non-arrest photos of minors.

What is also note 
worthy this was the second time that a 
witness could not identify me in 
multiple line-ups, but had identify me 
in the presence of this same prosecut¬ 
or in the court house hall-way. The 
only other witness who had testified 
was the original suspect. He testifi¬ 
ed that the detectives had threatened 
him, as well as premised him immediate 
release if he implicate me, 6 days 
later he was released.. .This was the 
evidence that I was convicted on. 

Jae my brotha, though my imprisonm¬ 
ent is illegal, it's not even about me. 
My time is devoted toward the liberati¬ 
on of New African People and all 
oppressed people. I have not conceded 
to my illegal-imprisonment, but I doubt 
that these folks would ever admit to 
the crimes carmited against me and the 
many other political prisoners/P. 0.

A shining example of this truism is to be found 
in the events of the Civil Rights movement of 
the 1960s, which gave us the Voting Rights 
Act, integrated schools, a damper on race 
discrimination in public places and a 
burgeoning of the Women's Rights movement. 



Important lessons can be learned if we zero in 
on specific aspects of the Sixties and compare 
them to today. Such a comparison can be 
made, for example, between the Black Panther 
Party, which arose directly out of the earlier 
period, and the gang phenomenon that exists 
today. 

The Black Panther as symbol first surfaced 
during the early Sixties in Lowndes County, 
Alabama, when black college students went 
there to urge black residents to register and 


vote. The symbol of the Democrats was a 
crowing white rooster, so the students paraded 
a black panther. 

It was in October 1966 that Huey Newton and 
Bobby Seale, outraged by the police assaults on 
Civil Rights protesters, formed the Black 
Panther Party for Self-Defense in Oakland, 
California. The program, in brief, called for 
jobs, housing, an end to police brutality and for 
black residents to determine the destiny of their 
own community. 

They first attracted nationwide attention when 
they marched into a session of the California 
State Legislature at Sacramento with rifles and 
in uniform dress. Their early policies included 
free breakfasts for school children, health 
clinics and clothing for all poor youngsters. 
They rapidly grew into 45 chapters across the 
country with almost total support from black 
communities everywhere in the country. Their 
swift growth as a national force, with a weekly 
newspaper that at its peak sold more than 
200,000 papers, prompted J. Edgar Hoover to 
brand them at "the number one threat to the 
internal security of the United States." 






Actually, instead of a threat, the Black Panther 
Party enriched and strengthened the Civil and 
Human Rights movement and, in doing so, 
added to the internal security of the nation. 

The Crips gang was formed in 1969 by 
Raymond Washington, and the Bloods soon 
followed. In a general way, both got their 
inspiration from the Black Panthers. The Crips 
name stood for Community Resources for 
Independent People. Initially it grew out of the 
mass arrests, jailings and killings of black youth 
by police who were seeking to destroy the 
Black Panther movement. Daryl Gates, former 
L A. Police Chief, is quoted as saying, "I think 
that people believe that the only strategy we 
have is to harass people and make arrests for 
inconsequential types of things. Well, that's 
part of our strategy, no doubt about it" 


The police instituted a CRASH program, 
which stood for Community Resources Against 
Street Hoodlums. It was directed primarily 
against black males between the ages of 18-25 
years and resulted in one of four either jailed, 
on parole or on probation. From these endless 
violent confrontations with the police, gangs 
began to crop up, such as the Bloods and 
Latino and Asian gangs. 

By 1971, it is reported that 2 million blacks 
were being arrested each year, which gave rise 
to J. Edgar Hoover's COINTELPRO counter¬ 
intelligence program. The culture of violence 
tended to distance the black communities from 
the gangs, whose members turned inward for 
respect, kinship and a sense of self-identity. 
The bond between members grew so strong 
that they were willing to kill or die for each 
other.

That's often charged as a violent 
felony, which is a strike if 
you're convicted.

Inquisitors thought of us 
yesterday.” She goes on to 
quote the witchhunters, 
“Carnal lust... is in women 
insatiable.” We “asked for it.” We 
“wanted it.” We “loved it.” They try to 
drum it into our brains: The Victim is to 
Blame. Nowhere are we safe. “The 
world, even a girl’s neighborhood, be¬ 
comes a mined field,” writes the poet 
Susan Griffin. The fear of rape keeps us 
prisoners in our own homes. Still there 
is no security: Over half of all rapes 
involve break-ins. 

Numerous studies confirm that 
rapists are, for the most part, “normal” 
men. And more and more normal men 
are becoming rapists. Rape is the most 
frequently committed and fastest grow¬ 
ing violent crime in America. Increas¬ 
ingly it incorporates other acts of vio¬ 
lence against women, as virility and vio¬ 
lence become more closely linked in the 
he pornographic masculine model. 

Patriarchy is a society which 
worships the masculine identity, granting 
power and privilege to those who reflect 
and respect the socially-determined mas¬ 
culine sex role. The cliche, “It’s a man’s 
world” provides an apt description. In 
fact, the word “Patriarchy” is derived 
from the Latin “pater,” which means “to 
own.” That it in a nutshell: Under 
Patriarchy men are entitled to every¬ 
thing. It follows that Patriarchy is inher¬ 
ently violent because it thrives on cap¬ 
tured prey. 

Wives are viewed under U.S. 
law as their husbands’ property in mar¬ 
riage, with few rights of their own. Sex 
is among the legal requirements, but love 
and affection are not. And marital rape 
is legal in but a few states. Courts have 
further held that husbands are entitled to 
free domestic services. Freedom of 
domicile is denied married women in 
most places in the United States; that is, 
a woman must live with her husband

branches have one. It's just like any other cor¬ 
porate propaganda. They develop a catch 
phrase that rings in your head like the un¬ 
wanted rhythm of an awful song. I've been in 
the navy for four and a half years, and I am fed 
up with the lies and the emphasis on trivial 
matters. 

I grew up in the South and desperately 
needed an escape. Being uninformed about the 
military, I contacted the recruiter. He sold me a 
sweet deal. I was told that upon completion of 
my electronics school in the navy, I would get 
an A.S. in electronics. In addition to this, I got 
a $1500 bonus for completing the school, 
(which didn't amount to much after taxes). I 
was also promised a $20,000 re-enlistment 
bonus, (this was later taken away). So now I 
had a plan. Then came boot camp. It's quite a 
difference. At the recruiting office 
they try to be your best friend. Even 
buy you booze sometimes. But the 
minute you arrive at your recruit 
training, you're a worthless piece of 
meat that has no business being on 
this planet. They make this clear from the 
beginning. You are screamed at from the start 
until you are so dehumanized that you actually 
feel worthless. They start spouting contradic¬ 
tory orders at you, so that when you mess up 
they are justified in correcting your deficien¬ 
cies with harsh personal attacks. Thewhole 
point of boot camp is not an endurance test. It 
is the government's way of mentally breaking 
you down, and rebuilding you in their model, 
military mold. When I was in boot camp, a 
company commander was so verbally brutal to 
a fellow recruit that he vomited on the spot out 
of nervousness.

port) concluded that 
fish, like other verte¬ 
brates are capable of 
suffering. 

But aren’t fish free 
range? Why should a 
free-range animal be any more deserving 
of an unnecessary death than any other 
animal? The suggestion that individuals 
should pay for their freedom with their 
lives is moral nonsense. All animals 
should be free and we have no right to 
deprive them of that freedom or their 
lives for such trivial reasons as money, 
the taste of their flesh or the pursuit of 
'sport'. 

The North Sea. where 40% of our fish is 
caught, has become so polluted that 
some fishermen now wear protective 
face masks to prevent the rashes and 
other skin disorders that contact with the 
water can cause. 

Moderate amounts of fish from unpol¬ 
luted waters (if there are any) are un¬ 
doubtedly good for you. But there are 
three things to remember here: firstly, it 
has been clearly established that fish can 
and do suffer when they are caught; sec¬ 
ondly, fishing has already had a disastrous 
effect on the environment (fish stocks 
are now at their lowest level ever); and 
thirdly, all benefits of eating fish can be 
easily obtained from a vegan diet. The 
ethical choice is clear. 

Farmed fish such as salmon and trout are 
bled to death with or without stunning. 
Trout are starved for 3-6 days before¬ 
hand and may simply to taken from the 
water and packed in ice for transport to 
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tion(NACNE). 

On of the problems with animal pro¬ 
teins is that they usually come with satu¬ 
rated fats and so are a major risk factor in 
heart disease -- our biggest killer. 

Plant proteins on the other hand are 
associated with dietary fibre which is one 
of the most important parts of a healthy 
diet. In fact vegans as a dietary group 
have been found to be the most likely of 
all to achieve their daily fibre require¬ 
ment. 

The proteins in animal products are very 
highly concentrated and most people 
who eat meat take in far more protein 
than their bodies can cope with. This can 
lead to conditions like gout, arthritis, 
rheumatism, fibrositis and deficiencies in 
niacin, vitamin B6, calcium, magnesium 
and other minerals. 

A high protein diet also puts enormous 
strain on the pancreas - an organ that 
produces enzymes for the digestion of 
proteins but also for fighting cancer. It 
is worth remembering that 147,000 
(1981) people die of cancer every year in 
Britain. 

It is not widely known that most veg¬ 
etables contain useful amounts of pro¬ 
tein. Particularly rich sources include 
nuts, pulses, grains, seeds, green leafy 
vegetables and potatoes. 

IRON: 

The average vegan diet not only sup¬ 
plies twice the minimum daily require¬ 
ment of iron but also up to three times 
the daily requirement of vitamin C. Vita¬ 
min C enhances the absorption of iron in 
the body, consequently vegans rarely 
suffer from anaemia. Studies have shown 








the incidence of anaemia in vegetarians and 
meat eaters to be roughly the same. 

Rich plant sources of iron include dried 
fruits, whole grains nuts, green leafy veg¬ 
etables, seeds, pulses, molasses, and sea¬ 
weeds. Using iron pots and pans can also 
contribute to a dietary intake. 

CALCIUM: 

There have been no reports of calcium 
deficiencies in vegans. It has been shown 
that animal protein causes the body to 
excrete calcium more quickly than plant 
protein does. This may be one reason 
why vegans and vegetarians are less at risk 
from osteoporosis. 

Rich plant sources of calcium include 
tofu (contains more than four times the 
calcium of cow's milk), green leafy veg¬ 
etables, dried fruit, nuts, seeds, molasses 
and seaweeds.

A Brief History of the Black 
Panther Party and 
Its Place In the Black 
Liberation Movement 

By Sundiata Acoli 

The Black Panther Party for Self-Defense 
was founded in October, 1966, in Oakland, 
California by Huey P. Newton and Bobby 
Seale. The name was shortened to the 
Black Panther Party (BPP) and it began 
spreading eastward through the Black ur¬ 
ban ghetto-colonies across country. 

In the summer of '68, David Brothers 
established a BPP branch in Brooklyn, 
New York, and a few months later Lu¬ 
mumba Shakur set up a branch in Harlem, 
New York, i joined the Harlem BPP in the 
fall of'68 and served as its Finance Officer 
until arrested on April 2, 1969 in the Pan¬ 
ther 21 Conspiracy case which was the 
opening shot in the government's nation¬ 
wide attack on the BPP. Moving west¬ 
ward, Police Departments in each city 
made military raids on BPP offices or 
homes in Philadelphia, Chicago, Newark, 
Omaha, Denver, New Haven, San Diego, 
Los Angeles, and other cities, murdering 
some Panthers and arresting others. 

After i and most other Panther 21 mem¬ 
bers were held in jail and on trial for two 
years, We were all acquitted of all charges 
and released. Most of us returned to the 
community and to the BPP but by then 
COINTELPRO had taken its toll. The BPP 
was rife with dissension, both internal and 
external. The internal strife, division, in- 


so this paper will confine itself to pointing 
out some of the broader aspects of the 
BPP's positive and negative contributions 
to the BLM. 

The Positive Aspects of the 
BPP's Contributions 
Self-Defense: This is one of the funda¬ 
mental areas in which the BPP con¬ 
tributed to the BLM. It's also one of the 
fundamental things that set the BPP apart 
from most previous Black organizations 
and which attracted members 
(particularly the youth), mass support, 
and a mass following. The concept is not 
only sound, it's also common sense. But it 
must be implemented correctly, otherwise 
it can prove more detrimental than benefi¬ 
cial. The self-defense policies of the BPP 
need to be analyzed in this light by pre¬ 
sent day Afrikan organizations. All his¬ 
tory has shown that this government will 
bring its police and military powers to 
bear on any group which truly seeks to 
free Afikan people. Any Black "freedom" 
organization which ignores self-defense 
does so at its own peril. 

Revolutionary Nationalist Ideology: The 
BPP was a nationalist organization. Its 
main goal was the national liberation of 
Afrikan people in the U.S., and it re¬ 
stricted its membership to Blacks only. It 
was also revolutionary. The BPP theories 
and practices were based on socialist 
principles. It was anti-capitalist and strug¬ 
gled for a socialist revolution of U.S. 
society. 

On the national level, the BPP widely 
disseminated socialist base programs to 
the Afrikan masses. Internationally, it 
provided Afrikans in the U.S. with a 
broader understanding of our relationship 
to the Afrikan continent, the emerging 
independent Afrikan nations, Third 
World nations, Socialist nations, and all 
the Liberation Movements associated 
with these nations. Overall the ideology 
provided Afrikans here with a more con- 



lems that were of great concern to them. 
By organizing and implementing the de¬ 
sires of the masses, the BPP organized 
community programs ranging from free 
breakfast for children, to free health clin¬ 
ics, to rent strikes resulting in tenant own¬ 
ership of their buildings, to Liberation 
School for grade-schoolers, to free cloth¬ 
ing drives, to campaigns for community 
control of schools, community control of 
police, and campaigns to stop drugs, 
crime, and police murder and brutality in 
the various Black colonies across Amer¬ 
ica. For these reasons, and others, the 
influence of the BPP spread far beyond 
its actual membership. Not only did the 
BPP programs teach self-reliance, but 
years later the government established 
similar programs such as free school 
lunch, expanded medicare and day care 
facilities, and liberalized court proce¬ 
dures for tenant takeovers of poorly 
maintained housing, partly if not primar¬ 
ily in order to snuff out the memory of 
previous similar BPP programs and the 
principle of self-reliance. 

Practice of Women's Equality: Another 
positive contribution of the BPP was its 
advocation and practice of equality for 
women throughout all levels of the orga¬ 
nization and in society itself. This oc¬ 
curred at a time when most Black Nation¬ 
alist organizations were demanding that 
the woman's role be in the home and/or 
one step behind the Black man, and at a 
time when the whole country was going 
through a great debate on the woman's 
liberation issue. 


large part of the programs shown on t.v. 
are still "police stories" and many of the 
roles available to Black actors are limited 
to police roles. A lot of this has to do with 
the overall process of still trying to reha¬ 
bilitate the image of the police from its 
devastating exposure during the Panther 
era, and to prevent the true role of the 
police in this society from being exposed 
again. 

The Negative Aspects of the 
BPP Contributions 

1) Leadership Corrupted: COINTELPRO 
eventually intimidated and corrupted all 
three of the BPP's top leaders: Huey P. 
Newton, Bobby Seale and Eldridge 
Cleaver. Each, in their own way, caved in 
to the pressures and began acting in a 
manner that was deliberately designed to 
destroy the BPP, and to disillusion not 
only Party members but Afrikan people in 
America for years to come. COINTEL- 
PRO’s hopes were that Afrikans in Amer¬ 
ica would be so disillusioned that never 
again would they trust or follow any 
Afrikan leader or organization which ad¬ 
vocated real solutions to Black oppres¬ 
sion. 

Combined Above and Underground: 
This was the most serious structural flaw 
in the BPP. Party members who func¬ 
tioned openly in the BPP offices, or orga¬ 
nized openly in the community, by day 
might very well have been the same peo¬ 
ple who carried out armed operations at 
night. This provided the police with a 
convenient excuse to make raids on any 
and all BPP offices, or members homes, 
under the pretext that they were looking 
for suspects, fugitives, weapons, and or 
explosives. It also sucked the BPP into 
taking the un-winnable position of mak¬ 
ing stationary defenses of BPP offices. 
There should have been a clear separation 
between the above ground Party and the 
underground armed apparatus. Also small 
military forces should never adopt, as a

Each, in their own way, caved in 
to the pressures and began acting in a 
manner that was deliberately designed to 
destroy the BPP, and to disillusion not 
only Party members but Afrikan people in 
America for years to come. COINTEL-

Rhetoric Outstripped Capabilities: Al¬ 
though the BPP was adept at the art of 
propaganda and made very good use of its 
own and the establishment's media, still 
too many Panthers fell into the habit of 
making boisterous claims in the public 
media, or selling "wolf tickets" that they 
couldn't back up. Eventually, they weren't 
taken seriously anymore. The press, some 
of whom were police agents, often had 
only to stick a microphone under a Pan¬ 
ther's nose to make him or her begin 
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until arrested on April 2, 1969 in the Pan¬ 
ther 21 Conspiracy case which was the 
opening shot in the government's nation¬ 
wide attack on the BPP. Moving west¬ 
ward, Police Departments in each city 
made military raids on BPP offices or 
homes in Philadelphia, Chicago, Newark, 
Omaha, Denver, New Haven, San Diego, 
Los Angeles, and other cities, murdering 
some Panthers and arresting others.

Eventually, they weren't 
taken seriously anymore. The press, some 
of whom were police agents, often had 
only to stick a microphone under a Pan¬ 
ther's nose to make him or her begin 
spouting rhetoric. This often played into 
the hands of those who were simply look¬ 
ing for slanderous material to air or to 
provide possible intelligence information 
to the police. 

Lumpen Tendencies: It can be safely said 
that the largest segment of the New York 
City BPP membership (and probably na- 
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tionwide) were workers who held every¬ 
day jobs. Other segments of the member¬ 
ship were semi-proletariat, students, 
youths, and lumpen-proletariat. The 
lumpen tendencies within some members 
were what the establishment's media (and 
some party members) played-up the most. 
Lumpen tendencies are associated with 
lack of discipline, liberal use of alcohol, 
marijuana, and curse-words; loose sexual 
morals, a criminal mentality, and rash ac¬ 
tions. These tendencies in some Party 
members provided the media with better 
opportunities than they would otherwise 
have had to play up this aspect, and to 
slander the Party, which diverted public 
attention from much of the positive work 
done by the BPP. 

Dogmatism: Early successes made some 
Panthers feel that they were the only pos¬ 
sessors of absolute truths. Some became 
arrogant and dogmatic in their dealings 
with Party members, other organizations, 
and even the community. This turned peo¬ 
ple off.

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What is 
Anarchism? 

"Anarchism" and "anarchy" are un¬ 
doubtedly the most misrepresented 
ideas in political theory. Generally, the 
words are used to mean "chaos" or 
"without order," and so, by implica¬ 
tion, anarchists desire social chaos and 
a return to the "laws of the jungle." 

This process of misrepresentation is 
not without historical parallel. For ex¬ 
ample, in countries which have consid¬ 
ered government by one person 
(monarchy) necessary, the words 
"republic" or "democracy" have been 
used precisely like "anarchy," to imply 
disorder and confusion. Those with 
avested interest in preserving the sta¬ 
tus quo will obviously wish to imply 
that opposition to the current system 
cannot work in practice, and that a 
new form of society will only lead to 
chaos. Or, as Errico Malatesta ex¬ 
presses it: 

"If it is believed that government is 
necessary and that without govern¬ 
ment there must be disorder and con¬ 
fusion, it is natural and logical to sup¬ 
pose that anarchy, which signifies ab¬ 
sence of government, must also mean 
absence of order." 


Anarchists want to change this 
"commonsense" idea of "anarchy," so 
people will see that government and 
other hierarchical social relation¬ 
ships are both harmful and unneces¬ 
sary. For when "opinion is changed, 
and the public are convinced that 
government is not necessary, but ex¬ 
tremely harmful, the word 'anarchy 1 , 
precisely because it signifies 'without 
government,' will become equal to 
saying "natural order, harmony of 
needs and interests of all, complete 
liberty with complete solidarity."
